FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
STUDENTS 


Six foreign exchange students joined Ludlow High 
School for the 1991-1992 school year. 

Geraldine Chatelux of Lyon, France was rather 
shy at first, but soon began to feel more at ease 
with her surroundings. She described Ludlow High 
students as ‘‘smiley’’ and slowly began to take in 
the American culture, adjusting not only to a new 
language but also to ‘‘strange”’ foods. Geraldine’s 
one wish was to visit New York City. ‘‘| have always 
dreamed of New York,’’ she said. She was able to 
realize that dream on the French Club/ Psychology 
field trip to see the Broadway production of Miss 
Saigon. Geraldine hopes to return to America, per- 
haps to pursue her college education. 

Fabio Ambrosio came to America from Brazil and 
found making friends in Ludlow an easy thing to do. 
He, too, discovered many differences between his 
home country and America. ‘‘School is really dif- 
ferent,’’ he explained, adding that in Brazil students 
spend much less time actually in school while taking 
up to eleven classes at a time. Fabio, like other 
foreign exchange students, hopes to return and 
wishes someday to visit New York and Hawaii. 

Alfonso Torres of Argentina became one of Lud- 
low High’s most popular exchange students. Per- 
haps it is his charming good looks or his ability to 
become the center of everything that gives him so 
much attention.

Francisco Garrido, also from Mallorca, Spain, be- 
came an avid member of the LHS ski team during 
his stay. ‘‘The team isn’t all that good,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘but we have fun.’’ Xisco, as he is called, 
had a difficult time at first because of the language 
barrier; he found it hard to adjust to ‘‘American 
slang.’’ His English improved greatly, and with his 
signature black curls and charming smile, he made 
a lot of friends. When he returns to his home coun- 
try, he will attend college to pursue a career in 
architecture, then return to America. 

Maria Marta Nicolau Costa, better known as Mar- 
ta, arrived in America from Portugal, a fact that gave 
her an advantage over some of the other exchange 
students, for nearly half of Ludlow’s population is 
of Portuguese descent. Still, she finds it difficult to 
communicate with teachers and students. ‘'! feel 
alone, not knowing where to turn.’’

Ludlow teachers ‘‘don’t have 
as many students, so there is a friendship between 
them.”’

High School Evaluated 


his year in March Ludlow High School was evaluated by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) to determine 
what kind of education and school experience it will provide to the 
students during the next ten years. Mrs. Libiszewski and Dr. Kosch- 
er chaired the self study in which all faculty members have participated for 
nearly two years. After the school’s philosophy was developed, each learning 
area was carefully scrutinized as were media services, administration and 
faculty, school climate, curriculum and instruction, and community support 
and involvement. 


The school’s underclassmen will be the beneficiaries of the results of the 
evaluation. When the NEASC report is received in the fall of 1992, the school 
will begin to implement the suggestions which the visiting evaluators make.

uring the summer, members of Ludlow’s community came together in an 

effort to help minimize the impact of budget cuts on Ludlow High School. 

These concerned citizens founded S.O.S. (Save Our Schools), an organ- 

ization whose long term goal was “to allow every student the opportunity 
to participate in extracurricular activities and competitive high school sports,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Ellen Nepomuceno, mother of varsity soccer player Alica Nepomuceno, 
and one of the leaders of SOS. 

The focus of the group, whose members include all sports booster clubs as well 
as concerned citizens, was to help raise money to fund extracurricular programs. 
However, S.O.S. did not have to raise as much money as it had originally thought 
because at a town meeting on September 19, 1991, available money was given to 
the schools to reinstate several teachers and programs. As Nepomuceno said, how- 
ever, “We were very fortunate that the funds were provided by the town this year, 
but what will happen next year? We do not know. S.O.S. is trying to provide monies 
to keep sports alive in Ludlow.” 

Among the programs that S.O.S. sponsored in order to collect the needed money 
were a tag sale, a spaghetti dinner, a pancake breakfast held Columbus Day week- 
end, a “Meadow Muffin” contest, and a New Year’s wrestling invitational tournament. 

Overall, the public was very responsive to the efforts of the group, but some 
people had “mixed reactions,” stated Nepomuceno. Some community members be- 
lieved that because funds were provided by the town, there was no need for fun- 
draisers. “Other people gave S.O.S. all of their time after work.” 

Ludlow High School’s cheerleaders were especially active, showing their support 
by being present at and helping with all S.O.S. functions. Mrs. Nancy Boyle, the 
cheerleaders’ advisor, said that the cheerleaders enjoyed working for the group.

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he Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Collaborative (LPVAC) provides vo- 

cational training that Ludlow High School is not able to provide. Right now 

eight communities send students to the vocational training program which 
is housed at Westover Air Force Base. 

Each student spends a half-day at his home school and the other half at the 
vocational school. Currently about thirty Ludlow students participate in this hands 
on experience. The classes at Westover provide the student with 15 credits or 
the equivalent of three classes at the high school. 

Vocational training is offered in the fields of art, allied health, carpentry, fashion, 
food services, graphic arts, landscaping/horticulture, and metal shop.
